Andthus to render the moſt dear and innocent 
Son of God, the SubjeCt of his Father's Wrath, and of the Execu- 
tion of his vindictive Juſtice, to indemnifie Offenders continuing in 
their Sins. . How can this conſiſt either with Divine Juſtice it {elFf, 
or, with that moſt glorious Union, Divine and Superlative Love that 
is and ever-was between them? And though we confeſs Chriſt's ſa- 
tisfaCtion in the Senſe, that God was always well pleaſed, and fa- 
tisfied in his dear Son, in all he wrought and ſuffered for Mankind 
for Man's Redemption ; yet we find not in Scripture, that ever he 
required ſuch ſevere and rigid Satisfaftion and Payment of our Debts 
from his Son in our ſtead, or for the Sins of Men, and thereby to 
acquit, pardon and juſtifie the Guilty ; This Notion or Term Sac:s- 
fFattion,and the Underſtanding of it is confelſt (by Dr. Owen ) to depend 
upon ſome Notion of Law, in his Declaration and Vindication, and 
dire&tly oppoſed and argued againſt by Dr. Selling fleer, now Biſhop 
of Worceſter, in his Diſcourſe of the Sufferings.of Chriſt. Page 269, 
270, 271,.272, 273,275. For he faith, © It is eaſie to obſerve, 
* That Secinus his Argumentsare levell'd againſt an Opinion, which 
& few who have conſidered thoſe things do maintain, and none 
« need to think themſelves obliged to do it, which is, that Chriſt 
© pay'd a proper and rigid Satisfaftion for the Sins of Men, conſi-
